Failure To Give Bond 


Makes Acts Those Of 


Defacto Officer. 


Whether State Treasurer George 


E. Hall can continue to function 
as a holdover incumbent of his 
office during the new term start- 
ing Thursday, in view of the re- 
fusal of surety companies to write 
a new bond at the premium rate 
fixed by law, was left in doubt 
by an opinion from Attorney 
General Good delivered to Hall 
a few hours before the time set 
for the inauguration of state of- 
ficers.

Section 12-115 provides that 
failure to file the bond within 
the time limit shall cause a 
vacancy in the office

declaration of such vacancy by 
any other officer. 


Office Becomes Vacant.

county drouth committees facing 
the problem of distributing small 
grain seed purchased by the fed- 
eral seed stocks committee as a 
conservation measure, P. H. Stew- 
art outlined the routine necessary 
in getting such seed into individ- 
ual counties. Nebraska has been 
allotted 850,000 bushels of oats, 
while surveys showed a need of 
1,125,000 bushels. No quotas have 
been set up for counties, but such 
may be necessary if an active de- 
mand exists, Stewart said. 


That the federal shelterbelt will 


not make "banana growing or 
monkey culture" practical in Ne- 
braska was attested to by Watkins.

New Farm Era. 


As the spectacle of that 20- 


year stretch passes through my 
mind, I take hope and gain as- 
surance. 
Not only is there 
a 


prospect of improved price levels 
for farm commodities, when and 
if we produce them, but there 
is at last a consciousness in this 
country of exactly what took 
place to threaten the farmer in 
his sturdy, resourceful, and in- 
dependent existence. With mois- 
ture for a crop, with a better 
understanding of farming 
than 


obtained throughout the years of 
war and rehabilitation, and for 
a number of years afterward, 
there is reason to believe Amer- 
ica is entering upon a new farm 
era, 
in which there will be 


greater economic security 
and 


stability for the agriculturist. 


We know now that what we 


considered 
normal production 


and marketing was abnormal. As 
a result of the clearer view, of 
a temporary hardship which de- 
stroyed surpluses, a year or two

MORATORIUM ON LOANS. 


Two years ago, the legislature 


passed a bill which was approved 
by the governor, authorizing a 
two year moratorium on real es- 
tate loans. In traveling through 
this state, I had an opportunity 
to observe first hand the dire 
results of a withering drouth. 
and those observations lead me 
to recommend for your consider- 
ation an extension of this mora- 
torium for a period of two years; 
with the hope, however, that 
conditions will so improve dur- 
ing 1935 as to make its opera- 
tion unnecessary for a longer 
duration than twelve months. 


Wherever possible, I commend 


most strongly the processes of 
conciliation in the readjustment 
of debt, and in the settlement 
of misunderstandings arising out 
of debt. For the past year, con- 
ciliation boards have existed in 
eighty-eight of the ninety-three 
counties of the state. Reports 
are available for seventy-four of 
those counties, showing that 651 
cases of farm indebtedness were 
considered, 
167 f o r e closures 


averted, and extensions of loans 
procured in 102 more. The value 
o( such settlement is that it gives 
a basis for the debtor to make 
his plans ahead for a consider- 
able period of time and disposes 
of the troublesome questions of 
delinquent 
interest 
payments, 


and tardy, payments upon princi- 
pal.

TAXATION. 


I construe it to be the desire of 


the people that those charged 
with handling 
public business 


adopt a reasonable position with 
reference 
to

based upon the ability of the tax- 
payers to pay. We should avoid 
any new agencies, the creation of 
which will increase taxes.

REDUCTION OF

are non-existent. 
The functions 


of the office have been reduced 
to such an extent as to justify its 
abolition in my mind. I recom- 
mend to your honorable body the

1 recommend a continua- 
tion of this policy, using that part 
of the present gas tax which goes 
to the state for maintenance and 


I braska claims. The collection of 
1 the necessary data and prepara- 
tion of the record in the prosecu- 
tion of this suit will require an 
appropriation. 
I recommend an 


adequate provision be made for 
this purpose. And in recommend- 
ing such action, I need not remind 
you that Nebraska's stake in the 
successful termination of this law 
suit runs into the hundreds of 
millions of dollars. 


RELIEF. 


During the last eighteen months, 


approximately 15 millions of dol- 
lars of federal funds have been 
spent in this state in the emerg- 
ency relief program, in the CWA 
activities, in the CCC camps, and 
in various other undertakings, all 
with the common objective of al- 
leviating misery and suffering and 
of stimulating recovery. This does 
not include the amounts spent 
through local agencies or by the 
counties. Seventy-seven of the 93 
counties in the state have levied a 
tax of 1.93 mills on the assessed 
valuation in order to meet the re- 
quirements of the federal relief 
administration, 
which 
attached 


that action as a condition prece- 
dent to receiving federal relief. 


The federal relief administra- 


tion has indicated that lor the 
coming year, and perhaps for the 
next two years, it will be neces- 
sary for each of the forty-eight 
states to raise substantial amounts 
of money, or to shoulder a part of 
the burden of relief. At the re- 
quest of the federal relief admin- 
istrator, I went to Washington for 
a conference with him in regard 
to the affairs of relief in this state. 
I found, however, he was unable 
to discuss definite plans at this 
time, because he could not antici- 
pate what action might be taken 
by congress, which assembles this 
week. Since my return, the recent 
press dispatches indicate that the 
national administration's program 
will provide lor work relief proj- 
ects, but the care of the "unwork- 
ables" will not be assumed by the 
national government. The exact 
definition of the term, "unwork- 
able," has not been disclosed in 
the press dispatches, but presuma- 
bly refers to the permanent type 
of relief case, in which, through 
circumstances of either advancing 
years or physical condition, one is 
unable to perform labor. Hereto- 
fore, until the last year, these per- 
manent cases of relief have been 
handled by the counties, and it is 
my recommendation they shall be 
returned to the counties. 
I think I should mention I ad- 


vised Administrator Hopkins of 
the state's great nead lor contin- 
ued federal assistance, owing to 
the losses sustained in rural com- 
munities by reason of the drouth; 
and also, because of the difficul- 
ties of raising either county or 
state funds to match federal ap- 
propriations for relief, due to the 
problems arising out of the drouth, 
and to the fact that tax levies 
fixed now or within a few months 
would not become available until 
the year later. 
BANK RECEIVERSHIPS. 
The only people having a direct 


interest in the assets of a failed 
bank are the depositors.

Says .$40,811,598 Could Be 


Profitably Used On 


Channel. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3—(AP)— 


Expenditure of $40,811,598 on im- 
provement and maintenance of the 
Missouri river channel was recom- 
mended today by Maj. Gen. E. M. 
Markham, chief of the army engi- 
neers, for the fiscal year beginning 
next July 1. Making his annual 
report to Secretary Dern, Mark- 
ham said this amount could prof- 
itably be expended in the year, 
$38,376,010 for new operations and 
$2,434,988 for maintenance. 


Expenditure of $15,874,610' was 


recommended on the Missouri from 
Kansas City to Sioux City, for 
channel contraction. Bank protec- 
tion work and dredging, Markham 
estimated would take about half 
the total cost of completing the 
channel development for naviga- 
tion purposes between these points.

Expenditure of $1,859,598 on 


maintenance of this section on 
which 664,239 tons of freight was 
reported to have moved in 1933, 
also was recommended. A $10,000 
appropriation was suggested for 
maintenance from Sioux City to 
Fort Benton, where 85,331 tons 
moved in 1933. The engineer re- 
ported 695,159 tons moved on the 
Missouri between Kansas City and 
Sioux City the same year.

N ADVANCE of the presidential message to con- 


gress, the exact character of the program which 


Mr. Roosevelt will project has not been revealed. 
That which is of primary concern to the public, 
however, deals with the problem of unemploy- 


ment. 


It will be conceded that all signs establish a reas- 


onable degree of business and industrial develop- 
ment. Yet, the problem of the jobless remains 
acute. The estimates of the number of unemployed 
vary, ranging as high as 18 millions, with the re- 
sult that these high estimates place the number on 
relief at from 30 to 40 millions. It should be recog- 
nized that a considerable portion of these, however, 
constitute permanent cases, people who, because of 
old age infirmities, or because of physical dis- 
ability, regularly have been supported at public or 
private expense. 


When the president came into office, it was in 


the midst of an emergency. The immediate prob- 
lem then was to feed, clothe, and shelter people, 
and regardless of criticism that has been launched, 
a truly amazing job of it was performed. But the 
^emergency activities could not be continued indef- 
' initely and as a consequence Mr. Roosevelt is turn- 
ing his thought to what he believes represents a 
sane, rational, and economic long term relief pro- 


And in this connection, naturally, the sub- 


ject of conservation of natural resources 
arises. 


The preservation of soil, the conservation of water, 
the development of forests and of streams logically 
-suggest a broad field of action. When the coun- 
,iry is prosperous and undisturbed with problems, 


which means for the major portion of the time, it 
has been indifferent toward what happens to its 
natural wealth. In older nations, particularly in 
Europe, this was not so significant for many cen- 
turies, because the European 
peoples, 
lacking 


somewhat in the individual initiative, the enter- 
prise, and the drive which Americans have put in- 
to their business life, did not drain their countries 
so quickly. Here in a hundred and fifty years, we 
came nearer to utilizing the gifts of nature than 
some of the European countries did in ten cen- 


-- turies. It -was not only the character and the 
-habits of the people that made it possible for the 
plow, the axe, and the drill to be applied, but it

Now the only considerable timber resource avail- j ^ -wHina have

The 
policy of rigid economy, however, practiced zeal- 
ously and with good foundation, because taxpayers 
generally were demanding reductions in the tax 
burden, led the last legislature and preceding as- 
semblies to reject requests made by the officials 
themselves for adequate funds with which to pro- 
vide for an audit. 


The problem is complicated further by the opin- 


ion from the attorney general's office that unless 
bond may be provided by midnight, the office of 
treasurer is vacated. Mr. Hall suggests a happy 
temporary solution. He will continue as a hold- 
over, until such time as his successor, who hap- 
pens to be himself, qualifies for office. It appears 
that one of the duties confronting this legislature 
will be to provide an increased commission as re- 
quired by the bonding companies, and proper ap- 
propriation for the audits which they stipulate 
should be made. 


Railway Improvements. 


IHAT the railroads of the United States are de- 


termined to do everything within their power 


to retain the business they now have and to re- 
gain at least a portion of that lost to trucks and 
busses, as well as to the air lines, is becoming in- 
creasingly apparent. The introduction of stream- 
line trains, equipped with Diesel engines on a num- 
ber of roads, is to be followed with the use of 
Diesel engines for the drawing of regular coaches 
on the Burlington, according to announcement 
made in Lincoln Wednesday by E. Flynn, vice 
president of that road. 


Only one of the monster engines is being con- 


structed at this time, this to be used for experi- 
mental purposes. If it should prove the success 
anticipated, others will be built and put into regu- 
lar service. And there is every reason to believe 
that it will come up to expectations. 


It has been stated that some people were fearful 


about riding on the Zephyr and similar trains be- 
cause of their light weight, but the trains are said 
to have been doing business up to the limit. If 
there are such apprehensive people, however, they 
will be enabled to get the benefit of the speed they 
desire, when the big, powerful engines begin draw- 
ing regular trains. With such installation the rail- 
road will be enabled to save tremendous sums in 
the cost of fuel, which will have corresponding ef- 
fect upon rates, dividends and wages. 


Railroads are going after business as they never 


have before. They are providing that 
stockmen 


may ship cattle and hogs in any number, on stated 
days, at the carload rate; they are providing door 
to door transportation of freight and putting into 
service 
luxurious 
streamline 
passenger trains 


capable of attaining a speed of over 100 miles per 
hour. 


The railroads need the business and the people 


need the railroads, as those living in communities 
where lines have been abandoned because of lack 
of patronage are ready to testify. There is a mu- 
tuality of interest. 


More About Mars. 


W 


E ARE indebted to Dr. Henry Norris Russell, 


one of the foremost astronomers of the age, 


for the information that the planet Mars may have 
life existant upon it, decimated survivors of'a dy- 
ing world, in which men lived in oxygen tents or 
helmets.

, able in this country is yellow pine. Most of the

might flow off more rapidly was a foolish step. 
Now we say it is necessary for us to retrace our 
steps to store water, to built reservoirs and lakes, 
to create small ponds on thousands of farms in the 
agricultural regions in order to restore the water 
levels in this country. 


And for the first fifty years of settlement in the 


prairie states, never a wrinkle 
came 
through 


thoughts of soil erosion, while millions of tons of 
rich loam were washed from the hillsides, into the 
streams, and then into the Mississippi to be car- 
ried down into the great delta extending into the 
sea. And there was the plain evidence of the van- 
ishing fertility of the region lying between the 
AUeghenies and the Rockies. 


There isn't a surplus of fertile soil in America. 


There is, if anything, an actual shortage, which 
will become apparent increasingly with the years 
as population gains and this old democracy be- 
comes a nation of 200 or 225 million peoples. That 
stretch which starts with the west bank of the 
Mississippi and ends in the foothills of the Rockies 
is the last stronghold of America's agricultural em- 
pire. Its preservation is of paramount concern and 
can be accomplished only through conservation of 
water and soil.

"Radio medic observation of the planets shows 


definitely that the surface rises to temperatures 
above zero centigrade at noon every day in the 
Martian tropics, and at the pole in mid-summer, 
though falling below freezing at night" 


So as a result of 1934"s contribution to the study 


of Mars, there is the reflection that while we here 
on earth 
roasted in tropical heat the Martian 


tropics shivered with cold.

While most readers will recog- 


nize a majority of the winners in 
medicine, there probably will be 
a few names that will be utterly 


physicians. Among these is Ramon 
y Cajal, who won the prize in 
1906. Dr. Cajal, was a Spaniard, 
one of the greatest! scientists that 
country has ever produced. His 
great work was in demonstrating 
that the entire nervous system 
was made up of an infinite num- 
ber of single cells, and that it 
functioned by sending impulses 
through millions of tilny little fib- 
rils, from one cell to the other. 
This conception, which was also 
named the "Neuron theory" and 
changed all of our ideas of nervous 
functioning. 


During the past year Dr. Cajal 


passed away. He was a philosoph- 
er as well as a scientist and pub- 
lished a sprightly little series of 
aphorisms and anecodtes, of which 
the following are examples 


"Do you wish to be invisible to 


men? Be poor. To women? 
Be 


old." 


"A woman venerates her par- 


ents, esteems her husband, but 
adores only her sons." 


"In the future, children will be 


for the plutocrat a mode of osten- 
tation, for the bureaucrat and the 
small rentist a sacrifice." 


Ramon Cajal's fellow recipient 


in the year 1906 was an Italian, 
Professor Camillo Golgi, known 
for Golgi's stain, a 
method of

much of Ramon Cajal's work was 
founded. Golgi was a late repre- 
sentative of 
those tremendous 


giants of the intellect who have 
been born on Italian soil. The Ital- 
ians are often thought of as art- 
istic, musical and temperamental, 
but in the departments which im- 
pose the most severe intellectual 
discipline, such as mathematics, 
physics and physiology, they have 
produced some of the leaders of 
civilization — Galileo, Galvani, 
Marconi, Golgi.

Officials T h i n k Plan 


Cheapest But Woods 


Is In Doubt. 


Cass county commissioners Wed- 


nesday apparently decided not to 
qualify that county for federal re- 
lief, according to J. E. Woods, as- 
sistant to State Federal Relief Ad- 
ministrator Haynes. 


"They believe that they can 


handle the relief -.ituation there 
cheaper than it can be done under 
the federal setup," Woods said. He 
slatted that Cass officials doubled 
the case load of January, 1934, as 
a basis for figuring their cost but 
that the actual case load would 
probably be five or six times the 
estimate. 


"The only way they can figure 


out a cheaper relief administration 
is to either use a case load for cost 
computation far below the actual 
need or to administer inadequate 
relief," Woods said. He stated that 
a citizens' committee that met him 
and the board at the Wednesday 
meeting demanded "quick action 
of some sort." 


Woods pointed out that with 


work in progress on the river 
project and highway building Cass 
has not been hard-pressed but 
with the temporary cessation of 
this work due to the weather the 
need for relief would rise sharply. 
"I don't believe this was taken in- 
to account by the commissioners,'' 
he said.

"Were you 
under either of 


these?" he asked.

I was there with my son, 


and Mr. and Mrs. Ollie Wheatley, 
servants, Betty Gow, the nurse, 
and Colonel Lindbergh." 


Wilentz asked his questions in 


a quiet, reassuring way. 


"He (the baby) was perfectly 


normal and 
perfectly healthy, 


yes," 
she said. And as to whether 


it could talk, "Of course." 


"What was the color of its 


hair?" Wilentz asked her. 


She bit her lower lip, hesitated. 
"Light golden," she replied. 
Hauptmann strired in his chair. 


Jury Quickly Completed. 


FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 3— 


(jP)—The state 
of 
New 
Jersey 


charged to a quickly completed 
jury today that Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann killed Baby Charles 
Augustus Lindbergh 
simultane- 


ously with the kidnaping of the 
child two year and ten 
months 


ago. 


The state further charged 
the 


stolid Bronx carpenter with rip- 
ping the sleeping suit from the 
dead baby in order to perpetrate 
a ghastly ransom hoax upon the 
parents. 


The speech of the 
prosecutor 


was 
in the 
presence of Col. 


Charles A. and Anne Morrow 
Lindbergh. 


Taking of testimony began im- 


mediately after the state's state- 
ment of its case with Walter E. 
Roberts, Hunterton 
county 
en- 


gineer, on the stand to 
explain 


charts of the Lindbergh estate at 
Hopewell, in line with the state's 
attempt to prove the crime was 
committed at the place charged. 


The attorney general, David T. 


Wilentz. told the jury he would 
prove that the man who kidnaped 
the baby and murdered it "sits 
in this court room." 


Then, accusing Hauptmann, he 


said: 


"He went out that window and 


down that ladder of his. 
The 


ladder broke. 
He 
had 
more 


weight going down than he had 
when he was coming up. And 
down he went with this child. 


Instantaneously Killed. 


"In the 
commission of that 


burglary 
the child was instan- 


taneously killed when it received 
that first blow. It received a hor- 
rible fracture, the dimensions of 
which, when you hear about it, 
will convince you that death was 
instantaneous." 


Edward Jay Reilly, defender of 


Hauptmann. demanded a mistrial 
at the conclusion of Wilentz' vivid 
outline. Reilly charged it was in- 
tended to "inflame the jury." Jus- 
tice Trenchard denied the motion. 


Wilentz had continued his part 


about the incident at the ladder, 
thusly: 
"Getting down there he took the 


ladder and about 70 feet away the 
load was too heavy. In the one 
hand he had the ladder and in 
the other he had this bundle. This 
dead package to him. The lad- 
der was of no particular use to 
him. He abandoned that 
Then 


he proceeded on his way until he 
had gotten about half a mile, the 
child dead. 
"Knowing it was dead, he wasn't 


a bit concerned about it and there, 
3.000 or more feet away and still 
on the Lindbergh 
estate, he 


yanked and ripped the sleeping 
garments of that 
child 
off its 


body. 
"Though it was cold and raw, 


he yanked and ripped that sleep- 
ing garment off that child, because 
he didn't need the child, as we 
will show you. He needed 
the 


sleeping garment. 


Shallow Grave Scooped. 


"Then, of course, at the very 


first convenient spot some few 
miles away, he scooped up a has- 
tily improvised and shallow grave 
and put this child in. face down- 
wards, and on he went on his 
way to complete the rest of his 
plans in this horrible criminal en- 
deavor." 


A look of horror flitted across 


the faces of the recently sworn 
jurors as Wilentz described a 
gruesome morgue scene, relating 
the storv of a "horriblv decom- 
posed" little body. 


The defendant seemed to brace 


himself as he sat back in the 
chair, 


"One 
leg was gone, eaten away, 


or rotted away," he said. One 
hand was gone. There was the 
curly, blond hair, the high promi- 
nent forehead, the foot with the 
overlapping toes." 


"That was the Little Eagle." 
Mrs. Lindbergh's head bowed 


forward. 
Her eyes were fixed 


on the floor. Perspiration appeared 
on Colonel Lindbergh's brow. He 
moved nervously in his chair. 


Betty Gow also dropped her 


head forward, her eyes down- 
cast 
His last words flung over the 


crowd, breath-oppressed court- 
room were;

the judge's 


bench. She appeared very pale. 


Her husband shot one glance 


toward her as she came in, then 
stared straight ahead. There was 
no change in his set expression. 


As the young mother came in 


she passed 
directly in front of 


Anna Hauptmann, wife of the de- 
fendant, Mrs. Hauptmann's head 
was averted. 


Hauptmann himself seemed at 


first to vbe unconscious of Mrs. 
Lindbergh's entry. 
Later, after 


she had taken a chair two seats 
away, and directly in the line of 
Mrs. Hauptmann's vision, she be- 
gan to look about the room. 


Her glance fell on Hauptmann, 


rested there 
sometime.

mann, as though conscious of the 
study, shot one quick glance in 
her direction, then went back to 
his immobile, dour mien.

as this committee reports, and au- 
thorize payment of one-fourth, 
$200, of the members' salaries for 
the session, plus expended mileage. 


In 1933, the house appropriated 


$120,616 for salaries, of which $3,- 
336 is unexpended. Of the $80,759 
appropriated last session for ex- 
penses, $16,518 is unexpended, in- 
cluding a balance of $95 for 
printing the house journal. 


State Bonding Proposal. 


Among the 15 bills poured into 


the house hopper Thursday was 
one by Rep. Trenmor Cone, demo- 
crat, to create a state bonding 
company to write official bonds 
for officials of the state and all its 
governmental subdivisions. It car- 
ried the emergency clause. 


Inspired by refusal of bonding 


companies to write the official 
bond for State Treasurer Hall, the 
bill was drafted hurriedly Wed- 
nesday night and Thursday morn- 
ing, 
Cone said. The 'bill would 


create the State Fidelity & Indem- 
nity Official bond fund, with a 
$200,000 appropriation as a re- 
volving fund, to be administered 
by the board of educational lands 
and funds, the state auditor, and 
insurance director. 


Cancellation Provided. 


Cone's bill would require pay- 


ment of premiums on bonds from 
general funds of the state and sub- 
divisions whose officers apply for 
bonds, provides for cancellation of 
all bonds now in force and for 
audit of officers periodically. 


Tax For Schools. _ 


Rep. 
Henry Bock, democrat, in- 


troduced a bill to give the state 
school fund the net receipts from 
the 93-cent per barrel state beer 
tax on beer sold in the state. Car- 
rying the emergency clause, the 
measure provides for apportion- 
ment of this revenue to schools on 
the basis now prevailing. 


A third republican representa- 


tive, Henry Obbink, Lancaster, 
came forward with the third bill 
for a constitutional amendment to 
exempt farm or municipal home- 
steads from taxation up to $3,000 
of value. 


Rep. Havekost succeeded in add- 


ing to the list of standing commit- 
tees one on welfare, which was 
dropped from the list several ses- 
sions ago. Havekost first moved 
creation of a "social" welfare com- 
mittee, but some members took 
offense at the word "social" and 
he changed his motion to eliminate 
the offensive word, the motion 
prevailing with one dissenting 
vote, that of Rep. Gates Lffley, 
democrat, Papillion. The commit- 
tee is to consist of seven members. 


Fifteen Copies Each. 


Members of the house will be 


supplied 15 copies each of the 
journal. Rep. Carl Bremer, demo- 
crat, Aurora, moved giving each 
member '10 copies, but this was 
amended by Rep. E. Preston 
Bailey, republican, Carlton, to 15, 
which carried. Bailey said col- 
leges, schools and other institu- 
tions in his district asked him for 
copies, and since "the taxpayers 
are paying for them, they are en- 
titled to have them." 


House members also will be 


supplied copies of the 1933 session 
laws, journal and the 1933 senate 
journal, as far as copies available 
will permit, on motion of Rep. W.

Several court decisions were 


cited by Good holding that the 
liability would not be thus ex- 
tended in case of a de facto of- 


t ficer who had failed to qualify in 
i the legal manner. Concluding, he 
said: 


"I am of the opinion that there 


is very grave and serious doubt 
as to the liability of your present 
bondsmen for acts done 
after 


midnight January 3-4. This doubt 
is so serious that I would hesitate 
to say what would be the con- 
sequences if the bond were not 
given by that time." 


Theory of Hall. 


After receiving the attorney 


general's communication, Treas- 
urer Hall told newspaper men 
that he will proceed on the 
theory he is a holdover official 
and would present himself before 
the legislature with other state 
officers for the inaugural cere- 
mony to start at 1 p. m. 


"In view of the fact that no 


state treasurer during the past 
3 years has apparently been 
qualified to serve, under a strict 
construction of the constitution 
and laws, I see no reason why 
legal barriers should be raised 
at this late date against myself, 
after I have been regularly elect- 
ed to the office by the people of 
Nebraska," Hall said. 


While waiting to hear from 


Attorney General Good, the state 
treasurer 
received a 
telegram 


from the Harry A. Koch bonding 
agency at Omaha, which previ- 
ously, reported that it was unable 
to arrange with any company for 
the furnishing of a new surety 
instrument for $1,000,000 at the 
old premium rate of $5,000 for 
two years, stating that it was 
asking the companies to recon- 
sider and write a bond on the 
basis of 1 per cent annual prem- 
ium, or $20,000 for the.two years, 
plus an appropriation by the 
legislature to pay the cost of 
auditing the treasurer's office. 


Laws Restrictions. 


Hall has no authority, however, 


to contract for a bond at any 
rate above one-fourth of 1 per 
cent a year, as specified by 
statute. The legislature will have 
to change the law in that regard 
before any premium exceeding 
this amount can be paid. 


The constitution of Nebraska 


requires bond to be given by the 
state treasurer for "double the 
amount of cash coming into his 
hands." At present the treasury 
has over $5,000,000 in cash, which 
would make the minimum amount 
of a bond $10,000,000 if the con- 
stitutional provision were 
fol- 


lowed. 


A 
further 
requirement 
by 


statute is that the treasurer's 
bond must be "not less than 
$600,000." This apparently pre- 
cludes Hall furnishing a nominal 
temporary bond for $50,000, the 
same amount as other state of- 
ficers give, until the legislature 
has had time to deal" with the 
situation.

place to threaten the farmer in his 
sturdy, resourceful and independ- 
ent existence. With moisture for a 
crop, with a better understanding 
of farming than obtained through- 
out the years of war and rehabili- 
tation, and for a number of years 
afterward, there is reason to be- 
lieve America is entering upon a 
new farm era. in which there will 
be greater economic security and 
stability for the agriculturalist." 


Relief Foremost. 


Declaring that the problems of 


relief are foremost, the governor 
pledged his co-operation with the 
efforts of the federal government 
in alleviating distress and suffer- 
ing. He praised the benefits be- 
stowed upon this state by the 
Roosevelt administration, declar- 
ing that without them, conditions 
would be much more desperate. 


The governor recommended that 


the burden of caring for "unwork- 
ables," persons of advanced age or 
otherwise incapable of working 
and who are now on relief, be re- 
turned to the counties, in view of 
the evident intention of the fed- 
eral government of excluding such 
cases from work relief benefits. 
In regard to liquor control legis- 


lation, Governor Cochran 
laid 


down the broad principle that re- 
peal of the prohibition amendment 
last fall was a mandate by the 
people lo destroy the bootlegger. 
by taking 
the profit out of his 


business. He favored a stale con- 
trol commission with full power 
over licensing. 
He opposed any system involv-

Opposes High Tax. 


High taxes on liquor prevail in

Bennett, who co-signed the war- 
rant approving the claim with 
Commissioner Cameron, had with- 
drawn his approval, was held up. 
Dr. Olson, after examining it, 
said the Bugicide was a spray 
and that the amount purchased by 
Lancaster county was enough to 
supply every state institution in 
Nebraska for 5 years. Previous to 
the 65 gallon drum on which the 
claim asked payment made, the 
county has purchased 6 other 
drums of it from this company in 
the past few years. Amount of the 
claim is $141.99. Commissioner 
Mitchell said the purchase should 
certainly 'be investigated before 
any claim is approved. 


Commissioner 
Cameron,

was present, explained that this 
drum of spray was used to kill 
insects at the county jail. 


Mitchell Fathered Bill. 


The salary claims of Bennett 


and Cameron were old chickens 
coming home to roost to Commis- 
sioner Mitchell, in a sense. He 
explained that he introduced the 
legislative 
bill which reduced 


commissioners salaries in Lancas- 
ter county—after they had been 
increased in 1930 under provisions 
of an old statute which provided 
for the raise when the county 
should reach a population total of 
over 100,000—back to the old 
level. 


The money claimed by Bennett 


and Cameron is the difference be- 
tween the old salary level and 
the new salary level during the 
months preceding the republican 
primary in 1930 in which they 
were renominated.

Board Favors Plan To 


Consolidate City, 


County Units. 


A special committee 
of 
the 


public health advisory board Wed- 
nesday night approved the draft 
of a bill to be presented to the 
state legislature by the Lancaster 
county house delegation, to enable 
consolidation of the public health 
activities of a county and city, 
under the direction of a public 
health council to serve without 
pay.

During Year 1935.

CHICAGO, Jan. 3—CXP)—In or- 


der to hazard a guess as to what 
is in store for us in 1935 so far 
as college athletics are concerned, 
it is necessary to consider what 
has already happened in 1934 as 
a basis for future predictions. 


The man on the street meas- 


ures interest in a given sport by 
attendance figures. This is per- 
haps a fair index so far as team 
games are concerned but it is not 
satisfactory when we are think- 
ing of games such as golf, tennis, 
swimming and fishing; these ac- 
tivities just mentioned, however, 
are not primarily college sports. 
Tennis and golf are growing very 
rapidly in the colleges, both as 
intercollegiate a n d 
intramural 


sports. Swimming, likewise, has 
become recognized as a major 
intercollegiate sport activity. It 
is safe to state that more college 
students 
play tennis 
annually 


than take part in football. Golf, 
tennis, swimming, boxing, and 
wrestling are on the increase as 
judged by the numbers competing 
and it is safe to assume that they 
will continue to grow in the in- 
stitutions of higher learning. 


We usually think of football, 


basketball, baseball and track as 
the major college sports. More 
boys play football each year in 
the schools and colleges than did 
the year before. In 1935 we 
should see an increase in player 
participation in this great autumn 
sport. From the standpoint of 
public interest 
college football 


remains 
the 
great 
American 


game. The colleges for the most 
part limit their schedules to eight 
games per season and yet the at- 
tendance . annually at school and 
college football games, even with 
limited schedules, bulks larger 
than the attendance at any other 
games.

Steamer Lexington Sinks 


In East River 10 Min- 


utes After Crash. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3— (AP)~ 


The sundered hull of the steamer 
Lexington lay at the bottom og the 
East river today, victim or a col- 
lision in which four members of 
her crew were missing. 


Almost under the towering arch 


of Manhattan bridge, the Lexing- 
ton, 
bound 
for Providence with 


130 passengers and a crew of 52, 
was ripped in two when the tramp 
freighter Jane Christenson rammed 
her amidships in 
the darkness 


last night. 


Tugs raced to the Lexington's 


side and took off passengers and 
crew in nip and tuck rescues be- 
fore the ship went down 10 min- 
utes after being hit. 


An investigation was started by 


Assistant District Attorney Sylves- 
ter 
Cosantino, who questioned 


Capt. William Pendleton of the 
Lexington and Capt. John Wick- 
man of the Jane Christenson, He 
indicated the collision was caused 
by a misunderstanding of naviga- 
tion signals in the heavy harbor 
traffic. 


No One Held. 


"I am still investigating and no- 


body is being held," said Cos- 
antino earl ytoday. 


More than a score of injured, 


including 11 women, were taken 
to hospitals after 
the 
hurried 


rescues. Their injuries, however, 
were not considered serious. 


Names of the missing members 


of 
the Lexington's 
crew were 


given as S. Rasmussen, B. Var- 
reiro, J. Linares, and J. Fernandez. 


The Lexington, a Long Island 


sound steamer of the Colonial line, 
had just started on her overnight 
trip to Providence and was pro- 
ceeding up the East river past the 
twinkling lights of lower Man- 
hattan's skyscrapers 
when the 


Jane Christenson, bound down the 
river, rammed her high prow into 
the Lexington's midship section. 


The hoarse blast of the Lexing- 


ton's whistle was at once the 
signal for one of the busiest and 
most efficient series of rescues of 
New York harbor's maritime his- 
tory.
